Democrats Bevise the Congress- 


ional Apportionment 


Measure. 


A joint meeting ot the Democratic 


members of the Illinois senate and house 
committees on senatorial apportionment 
was held lost evening, and a plan cf re- 
apportionment was agreed upon. The 
plan is practically the original senate 


with a few amendments. It bad 
thought wise by the Democratic 


.eaders to allow the senatorial apportion- 
ment matter to go over until the bill on 
congressional apportionment became a 


but when Gov. Altgeld was con- 


sulted he advised immediate action in the 
matter. As a result the meeting of the 
committee WBS called, tbe map adopted, 
and to-day there wil» be a caucus, pro- 
vided all of the Democrats are on hand 
to attend it. In making up the sohenee 
the original serate map was taken as a 
basis and the first changes made were to 
taue Moultrie county from Shelby and 
Douglas and plane it with Macon and 
Christian counties, and Douglas, Coles 
and Shelby were thrown together in eon 
district. Edgar was transferred to the 
Clark and Cumberland county district, 
and jBSper,Crawford and Lawrence went 
together. Franklin was thrown into the 
district with Randolph, Perry and Jeffer- 
son counties. An attempt was made by 
Representatives Murphy,and Goodall to 
have Williamson county placed in a 
Democratic district, but they failed, and 
it ia expected that they will fight the 
scheme. 


There is a feeling among Democrats 


that a mibtake has been made in agitat- 
ing the senatorial apportionment scheme 
at this time. The men who are opposed 
to it will take heroic measures to defeat 
the bill, and a convenient opportunity is 
offered by the congressional scheme now 
in the senate. Already the malcontents 
under both plans are talking of uniting 
their forces, and it is understood that 
Mr. Myers, who is disappointed senato- 
rially, has agreed with Tom Oaraon, who 
was knocked out in the congressional 
scheme, to make common war on both 
plans. 


Dr. Carr Dead. 


Dr. R. F. Oarr passed away last (Mon- 


day) evening, at his home in Argente, 
death being caused by a complication of 
diseases, due to erysipelas. Dr. Oarr 
was the eldest of a family of six children. 
He was born in Sussex county, N. J., 
May 13, 1832. By teaching he earned 
money enough to enable him to enter 
the academy at Goahen, N. T. H» en- 
tered the Albany medical college at Al- 
bany in 1853, took three courses and 
graduated in 1855. In 1856 he oame to 
Illinois and began the practice of medi- 
cine in Friends Creek township. He was 
successful from the flret. In 1866 he 
moved to Deoatur, remaining three years 
and then returning to Fiiendn Creek. 
After his return he put in a stock of 
drugs. On April 8, 1858, he married 
Miss Emily Smiok. She survives him, 
together with nine ohildren, as follows:

Building Mot Finished—A Special 


Meeting Will be Held in 


the Near Future.

The March meeting of the Maoon 


county board of supervisors convened 
this afternoon in the supervisors' room 
on the third floor in the new court house, 
a REPUBLICAN reporter being present to 
make note ot the historical fact. Cbair- 
man May presided, atiJ County Clerk 
Hardy was at his desk. All of the mem- 
bers ot the board were present: J. B.

tees. 


The gentlemen of the board stepped 


into the spting-bsok chairs gracefully, 
and found places for their hats and over- 
coats on the polished desks ID front. 
The room is well lighted and is fully 
large enough for the members of the 
board, but there is little provision made 
for spectators. Probably twenty people 
would be accommodated. 


The supervisors generally are very well 
.eased with the new building. Here 


and there they make a criticism about 
the placing of doora and counters. 
Possibly changes will be made to snit the 
conveniences of the officials and the gen- 
eral public.

BABRED OUT, 


Snpervinor Roberta presented a resolu- 


tion to the effect that the committee on 
public building be instructed to refuse 
the use of the circuit and county court 
rooms for any except county purposes. 
The resolution WBS adopted, only five 
members voting against it. 


This action is taken to mean that all 


conventions will be barred out of the 
two rooms named except county convec- 
tions. 


Other rooms in the bnilding will have 


to be used for city and township con- 
ventions. There IB a big room on the 
first floor that will answer. 


W. J. Magee, who had been steward 


at th« county farm for 14 years, in a com- 
munication thanked the board for uni- 
form courtesy. On motion of Supervisor 
Bean a committee was named to expreea 
thanks to Mr. Magee for his services. 


The matter of passing on the question 


whether or not a county judge seal 
should be procured was referred to the 
judiciary committee. 


It was voted to place insurance on the 


new court honse as follows: On furniture 
and fixtures, $5,000; on steel filing oases, 
81500; on steam Beating, $2000; on gas 
and eleotria fixtures, 81,000; on court 
house, 825,000; total, 834,500. 


Overseer Holoaan reported for the

DEATH OF MILO J. THOMAS, 


He Passes Away at His Home in 


Mt. Zlon Township Last 


Night.

MiloJ. Thomas a well-to-do farmer, 


died last night at 10:30 o'clock at his 
home in Mt, Zion township, of pneu- 
monia. The readers ot the REPUBLICAN 
well remember the two accidents which 
befel the deceased recently. He was first 
kicked in the side by a colt, and after- 
wards daring the recent sleet he fell on 
the ice and very seriously injured himself. 
Later ha contracted aoold which resulted 
in pneumonia and caused his demise. 
Mr. Thomas was formerly a briokmason 
by trade and was a skilled workman, but 
of late years had turned his attention to 
farming 
and

time of his death. 


He was one of the most prominent mi n 
in Mt. Zion township, a Republican in 
politics end a Cumberland Presbyterian 
in faith, a consistent Christian and WBS 
universally loved and respected, looked 
up to and recognized as a leader by bis 
neighbors and acquaintances in all that 
was gcod and noble. 


The deceased was born September 11, 


1829, at Stowe, Lamar county, Vermont, 
emigrating to Ohio in 1814. 
It was 


during the year 1867 that the deceased 
came to Maoon county, and in 1863 
settled in Mt. Zion township, where he 
resided until the time of h'a death. He 
leaves a widow, and two ohildren, Charles 
M. Thomas and Mrs. Cora Stocks, of 
Lovingtou. The funeral will take place 
to-morrow at 12 o'clock from the resi- 
dence, Rev. N. M. Baker, officiating. 
Burial in Mt. Zion cemetery.

An arrest on a bench warrant with sen- 


sational features was made in Decatnr 
Sunday afternoon, when Sheriff Perl and 
Bailiffs Murphey and Taylor captured 
Louis Farner for robbery and confidence 
game, and put him behind the bars in the 
oonuty jail in default of $1,700 bail in 
both oases. 


Lou bad come to the city from Chicago 


o attend the f anei-al of his mother, which 
took place Sunday afternoon at 3:30 
o'clock from the family residence on 
North Franklin street. Before her death 
the mother, who knew that her son 
would be arrested if be oame to Decatnr, 
.requested that Lon be told to stay away; 
but after her death Lou was informed by 
telegraph of her dissolution, and he oame 
to the funeral, taking chances. 
During 


Sunday forenoon Sheriff 
Perl 
was 


informed by somebody that Farner was 
in the oity, and as ha was wanted 
for the offenses stated, the 
Sheriff 


and 
Bailiffs 
Mnrphey 
and Taylor 


arranged to capture him. They wanted 
to do it quietly and did not desire to 
make a scene at the funeral. The offi- 
cers went to Greenwood cemetery with 
the cortege, keeping young Farner un- 
der surveillance. 
After the interment 


and while the relatives were entering the 
carnages Mnrpbey and Taylor stepped 
up to Farner and in low tone of voice put 
him under arrest. One ot the bailiffs 
wanted to enter the carriage with Far- 
ner, but was pushed out. Then both got 
on the seat with the driver and rode to 
honse, which Farner entered, the door 
being locked behind him. The bailiffs 
could not get in and a messenger was 
sent to bring Sheriff Perl to the scene. 
In the meantime Officer Brockway went 
to the rear ot the building to ward off 
possible escape through the alley. Sheriff 
Perl knocked at the front door until it 
was opened, and after considerable par- 
leying young Farner was taken in charge 
and subsequently put in jail, where he 
will remain to be arranged in conrt on 
the charges stated. 
Bmokway states 


that while he was at the rear ot the house 
two parties oame oat and seeing him 
there immediately returned. 


The indictment for robbery against 


Farner and his companion, Patrick 
O'Conner, charges them with having 
stolen a watch worth 825 from James 
Dolarj. The deed was committed March 
21, 1892. The witnesses in the cam are 
H. M. White, John W. Co k, John How- 
land, Jnle Blaokbnrn, Mrs. Blackburn, 
Jacob Enox, W. W. Mason and John W. 
Williamson. The officers have failed to ar- 
rest O'Connor, whose add rese is unknown.

Canfield were jointly indicted for work- 
ing the ehell game on July 1th, 1892, by 
which they secured various sums of 
money from four parties unknown. The 
witnesses are N. P Kelly, Joseph Gil-

Charles M. Barnes, who died on the 


9th day ot March, A. D., Ib93, was a 
member of the bar of Massachusetts, at 
Boston. He was born ia IJecatar, III., 
wnere he spent his yoaib. He was 
tben studious and 
cmtiiious 
and 


passed 
through the course of 
in- 


struction afforded by the puulio schools 
of the oity with marked saccees. After- 
wards he entered Pnillips Academy at 
Anclover, and making a reputation for 
high scholarship, completed the course 
there in 1878. He tben entered Harvard 
TJuiver ity, took rack among the best 
students of his olnss acd was graduated i 
with honor in 1877. Immediately entsr- 
11 g the law school ot the same univer- 
sity he maintained the same high stand- 
ard .of excellence, and had already at- 
tracted attention to himself as a master 
of the science of law when he took his 
professional degree in. 1880, He was soon 
honored in being ohoeen as one ol the 
editors ot the latest edition of "Kent's 
Commentaries" and justified the judg- 
ment of those by whom he was elected 
by discharging that difficult duty with 
marked ability ami thoroughness. 


He became an instructor in the Har- 


vard law school and filled that arduous 
place well, adding to his ever increasing 
honors. He was already distinguished 
and WBS oa the highway to eminence, 
He was engaged in the active practice of 
the law and by the exalted standard ot 
the bench and bar of Massachusetts, he 
was Buooeeefal. Hie learuiup, bis literary 
skill, the readable strength and discip- 
lined accuracy of the mind were the sub- 
jects of the highest commendation by 
the lawyers with who n he oame in 
contact, and the judges before whom he 
practiced. 


He waa stricken down by disease and 


died before he reached the meridian of 
life. Although eo learned he was yet a 
young man and a young lawyer. 


We, the members of the bar in the city 


of his nativity, desire to give expression 
to oar sense of his worth as a youth, a 
student, a man and a lawyer. His career 
has been an honor to the profession to 
which he belonged. His course should 
be an example, a stimulus, an encourage- 
ment, to those who se k to be interpre- 
ters ot the vast and complicated science 
of the law, the almost innumerable rales 
ot human conduct, (auctioned and ap- 
proved by the proper source of legal 
authority, as in harmony with the com- 
paratively few and simple princip'es of 
unchanging justice.

RIGHTS OF THE UNBORN 


Judge Tjpton Deoi 'es a New Point 


in Law at Blooming con. 


Judge Tipton, of the McLean county 


circuit court, rendered a decision at 
Bloomington yesterday upon the hither- 
;o undetermined question of whether or 
not the interests of unborn "remainder- 


can be disposed of. One Bates 


died leaving a will devising a piece of 
land to his brother, Homer S. Bates, and 
his heirs. 
The widow of the deceased 


began partition proceedings to have her 
interest in the land set aside. It was 
decided the land could not be divided, 
and the only way to give her her interest 
was to sell the land. Then arose the 
question whether the possible unborn 
beirs cf Homer 8. Bates could be disposed 
of, as they were not parties to the pro- 
ceedings in court. Judge Tipton decided 
that the sale would give the purchaser 
perfect title and the unborn heirs of 
Eomer 8. Bates would ba bound by it. 
But he also decided that the money de- 
rived from the sale of Homer 8. Bates" 
internet must be preserved until it was 
certain who all bis heirs might be. The 
principle of law involved in this case has 
never been decided by a supreme court 
in either this country or England, it is 
claimed. The case will be appealed to 
the supreme court in order to establish a 
precedent. 


No Chance for Old Officials. 
Representative Springer, of Illinois 


who waa one of the president's callers 
Thursday asked him if the rule of no! 
appointicg men who held offices under 
him four years ago was to prevail, aa 
reported. The president replied in the 
affirmative and, when asked if the rule 
was inflexible, Mr. Cleveland responded 
that it would be substantially so.

Springer asked if it would also apply to 
(crarth-olase postoffioes. Mr, Cleveland's 
response was that he had not thought 
about that, but he gave the decided im 
pression that it would prevail to as great 
an extent as possible with the e.'nall post- 
msaterehips.

with the announcement that no local 
business men need apply for post offices 
under his administration, for the reason 
that the actual duties are performed by 
irresponsible, and often incompetent, 
clerks and anbntitntes.

COLUMBUS' PERSONALITY. 


The Great Obscurity That SurrouudJ tD> 


Life of ttie Discoverer. 


When we think of the immeasurable 
esnlts of the first voyage across the 
Atlantic, we are tempted to conceive 
he leader of the expedition as a man 
who has broken free from all traditions. 
On the contrary, he was held fast in 
he dark prison of middle age theories, 
n the fetters of a blind belief in author- 
ty; he was lost in the labyrinth of 
iophistical mysticism — lost as but few 
>f his contemporaries, and among them 
.till fewer sailors, were lost. Like Don 
Quixote, he dreamt of the revival of the 
aded chivalry; he looked for a renewal 
of the Crusades, for the destruction of 
every enemy of the holy faith by fire 
and sword. He believed absolutely in 
,he fulfillment of childish prophecies 
n his own person; and declared himself 
he apostle of the Triune God. 
This marvelous contrast between the 


>erson of the discoverer and his achieve- 
nents explains the fact that the inter- 
est of his contemporaries was so soon 
diverted from the man and directed to 
lis deeds. This, too, is the reason why 
we have so little information about the 
ife 
and 
development 
of 
this 


wonderful man. A literary quarrel 
las sprung 
up concerning alruost 


every 
important 
event 
in 
his 


.ife. The year of his birth has been 
,iotly disputed; nor is it yet known in 
what house ha first saw tlie light. 
These questions are important, but to 
;his day we cannot answer them with 
certainty; the materials at our com- 
mand only enable us to reckon up 
probabilities with more or less con- 
idence. We know nothing of his edu- 
cation, and are justifiably suspicious of 
l,he statement in an old prejudiced life, 
attributed to his son, tbat he studied 
at Pavia. It is not known when he 
went to Portugal, nor when he pro- 
ceeded to Spain. We do not even know 
where he first set foot in the new 
world. 
It is impossible to identify 


with certainty the island which he 
named San Salvador. There are strong 
reasons for supposing1 that the life en- 
titled Historie, wtiioh appeared in tlie 
name of bis son Ferdinand, does not, 
in the form in which we have it — tha 
printed edition of 1571 — owe its origin 
to Ferdinand. It follows that the state- 
ments of this book cannot be accepted 
without careful consideration. 
Our 


knowledge of the admiral's life lias 
hitherto been confidently built upon 
this 
book; 
take 
it 
away, 
and 


the whole structure 
becomes un- 


steady. 
In 
fact, 
there 
is 
not 


a single great man whose genius has 
left its mark upon the world about 
whose personality there is so much. 
doubt as is the case with Columbus. 
Let us try, with the help of tlie latest 
and most trustworthy researches, to( 
trace the story of the life and develop- 
ment of the great man of Genoa. A 
Genoese we may certainly call him, 
though one biassed historian would 
have us believe that he was born in 
Corsica. He comes, then, from a city 
which has had a great influence on tlie 
history of commerce. We may assert 
with absolute certainty that we owe to 
Italian seamen tlie first accurate knowl- 
edge of the Atlantic, the first maps of 
the eastern parts of the ojean. Tha 
use of the compass and its adaptation 
to nautical purposes began in Italy. 
With this trustworthy guide over the 
boundless prospect the Italian seaman 
committed his ship with confidence to 
the ocean waves; and it was the prac- 
tical Italian sailor who, with the help 
of the magnetic needle, made those 
wonderful 
charts which from 
the 


thirteenth century on war I represent to 
us with m'irvelous fidelity, almost 
with the accuracy of the 
mirror, 


the coast 
of 
the 
whole Mediter- 


ranean, from the 
foot 
of Mount 


Lebabon and the slopes of tlu Caucasus 
to tha Pillars of Hercules. Fortunately 
a number of these documents have been 
preserved in archives and libraries; and 
though the earliest parchment of the 
kind which comes down to us bears 
the date 1311, we may infer from the 
high degiee of acuracy that had even 
then been reached, that years had 
passed since the task of making these 
surveys had commenced. There is no 
more striking evidence of the extensive 
knowledge then possessed of the west- 
ern ocean than is presented by these 
remarkable relics, and it is of the great- 
est importance tliat we should know 
what progress had been made iu the 
middle of the Sftcentli century ia the 
acquisition of clear and definite knowl- 
edge of the stretches of ocean ia tho 
neighborhood of Europe and 
north 


Africa, for it was at this time that cer- 
tain ideas were gradually taking a 
more definite shape, a group of ideas 
which culminated, towards the end of 
the century, in the plan of a voyage 
westward across the ocean; and Colum- 
bus was the fir=,t to put the plan into 
execution. — Dv. S. Eujje, in Harper's

Disfranchised Democrats.

Now, don't you see 
tuat I should be laying myself open to 
precisely the same charges it I were to 
bonor all the drafts that huvo been made 
upon me by newspaper men'' I do not 
like the idea, either, whien me editors of 
little papers all over the country seem to 
have, that they are entitled to the cffioe 
of Postmaster in their town. 


In discriminating against those who 


t eld office under him in his former ad- 
ministration, he places the Democratic 
ex-officeholders in the same position that 
the Republican officeholders were placed 
in by the result of the election, with this 
differenoft, the latter have no claims on 
him while he owes something to hia old 
appointees inasmuch 88 they aided in 
making bis former administration a snt- 
ce=s and largely secured him the last 
nomination and election.

did 
not 
add a material 
thing to 


the prosperity of the country either in 
the realm ot the vegetable or mechanical 
or intellectual kingdom. And because 
they happened to say during that period 
that President Harrison in appointing 
newspaper men to office thereby subsi- 
dized tbe press, President Cleveland dis- 
franchises them on the ground that to 
appoint them to office he migat lay him- 
eelf open to the same charge. He has 
forgotten that without these newspapers 
he would never have reached the prusi- 
dential chair. But he probably proceeds 
upon the theory that the people of thia 
country owe him ever} thing while he 
owea the people nothing, This is proba- 
bly his notion; in fact he has said as 
much by implication in his argument 
against the extension of the paternalism 
or help of the government to the people' 
in hie inaugural address. 


All this is very discouraging to the 


working Democracy, more so, indeed, 
than the appointment of a galled and 
jaded and useless Republican to the first 
position in his gift.

western Railway Co. 


OH THEIR WAY TO THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Comprising' a Locomotive, Two Pas- 


• enger Coaches and a Train Load 


of Models of Early Staam 


Engines and Cars. 


NEW YORK, March 15.—At 8 o'clock 


yesterday morning a most unique-look- 
ing1 train pulled out of the New York 
Central yards. There were seven oars 
and an engine such as ordinarily seen 
on the Central road, but iu addition to 
these were two odd-looking earn, or 
coaches, as they are more pronerly 
called, and an engine of decidedly for- 
eign make. A passenger car was also 
In the make-up, thus making the train 
lix freight cars, one American passen- 
ger car an extra engine and two cars 
unlike any ever seen on an American 
railroad, either freight or pasaenprer. 


In the freight cars were models of 


engines and railway cars used fifty 
years ago on English railways when 
steam as a motor power was ia its in- 
fancy. The models are sent by the 
London & Northwestern railway of 
Great Britain as exhibits at the World's 
fair. They are valuable from the fact 
that they are models of mechanical ap- 
pliances in the earlier steam engines 
and cars, and can nowhoro be dupli- 
cated. In the passenger car of this 
particular train were eighteen train- 
men from the, London & Northwestern 
railway who are in charge of the mod- 
els and who will also net as a train 
crew for the two cars and engines a!so 
sent by the greatest railway corpora- 
tion in Great Britain. 


Midway in the train was an odd- 


looking engine 
with 
two driving 


wheels of about seven foot diameter, 
with two five-foot wheels in front. 
This engine differs from those of Amer- 
ican make by being longer, of lighter 
construction and setting lower on the 
rails than do American engines. 
Fol- 


lowing this odd-looking engine -were 
two coaches or passenger cars, that are 
a cross between an "L" passenger and 
an ordinary car with the entrance on 
the side instead of at the ends. The 
coaches are painted a chocolate color to 
the tops of the windows and from there 
to the top white. 


The two coaches and engine, which 


will go as a part of the exhibit of the 
London & Northwestern railway, are 
in charge of Engineer Chestworth. It 
was originally intended to transport 
the English train from New York to 
Chicago on flat cars, but inasmuch as 
the English railway gauge is the same 
as that used by the New York Cen- 
tral road, it waa decided to run the 
train over the rails as part of a special 
train. From New York to Buffalo the 
train will run over the New York Cen- 
tral tracks. At Buffalo a change will 
bo made to the tracks o£ the Lake 
Shore road, over which the train will 
reach Chicago to-night. 


THE ALDERSON MINE EXPLOSION 


Nine Hen Killed Outrig-ht and Eig-lit 


Fatally Wounded. 


McALESTER, I. T., March 15.—The 


mine explosion at Alderson occurred at 
11:30 o'clock Monday night, and was 
caused by a windy shot fired by some 
person unknown. 
There were only 


eighteen men in the mine at the time, 
all of whom were engaged in filing 
shots. Of those, nine were killed out- 
right and eight so badly burned that 
they will probably ilie. The excite- 
ment is so intense that it is almost im- 
possible to ascertain the names of the 
dead and injured, who are mostly Ital- 
ians. The dead who have already been 
taken from the mine are: 


John McFadden. 
John E Scanlau. 
W. E. "Warren. 
Ernest Matthews 
Warren Love. 
Jules Triocrol. 
The mine is owned and operated by 


the Choctaw Coal Co., and is considered 
one of the best in their posssession. A 
windy shot, which caused the explo- 
sion, is the blast uhich is set by the 
miners during the dny and shot by men 
whose duty it is when the day men are 
out of the mine. 


A Jewish Rabbi in Trouble.

Finkelstein, of the Carlisle-avenue Jew- 
ish church, was arrested yesterday 
afternoon and placed in the fly cell of 
the central police station on a charge 
of practicing a trick game.

Barken, a young Jewess of Pittsburgh, 
whose husband deserted her and came 
to this city about a month iigo. She 
came here and after a three weeks' 
search found him, but he told her that 
he was no longer her husband. 
He 


said that Rabbi Finkelstein had given 
him a divorce for which he had paid 
eiifht dollars. Mrs. Berken reported 
the matter at police headquarters and 
both Barken and 
the 
rabbi were 


brought in, when the couple were 
made to understand that the whole 
proceedings were illegal, they kissed 
and made up, promising when they 
left to return Wednesday and prosecute 
the rabbi. 


The Burlington Bridges Bepaired. 


LINCOLN, Neb., March 15.—Officials of 


the Burlington road yesterday reported 
that their bridges at Gushing, Grand 
Island, Central City and Ashland were 
fully repaired and ready for use. It 
will be two weeks before the bridge at 
Columbus can be repaired, as nearly 
twenty-five bents were 
badly dam- 


aged. The Burlington is operating as 
usual to-day except between Bellwootl 
and Columbia, where it is necessary 
to transfer all business. It has taken 
good work to so soon repair the damage 
by the rjging Platte and ita congealed 
surface. All trains will be running on 
time within a few days.

the part of Altgeld's obaplain at the 
Joliet penitentiary, in dismissing the 
volunteer Sunday school teachers from 
all churches in Joliet, who were teaching 
the International Sunday school lesson 
to about 300 inmates of the penitentiary, 
and installing in their stead a eet ot sec- 
tarian teachers to teach these prisoners 
a sectarian creed. Last fall Altgeld 
frothed at the month over what he called 
the sectarian compulsory school law and 
plead for religious freedom, but now that 
he is elected he, by hie chaplain, for the 
first time in the history ot the state, 
louts the religions teaching in the peni- 
tentiary to a single sect and substitutes 
a catechism for the con-sectarian Sue- 
day school lesaoas of the world. 
As 


teachers, this chaplain has selected the 
students from the Springfield Lutheran 
Seminary at Springfield, whose transpor- 
tation every week will amount to an 
enormous sum annually, not to speak of 
their entertainment while at the prieon, 
whioh will be at the state's expense. 
This is a reform that the people do not 
relish and whioh they regard aa narrow 
and unjust, and, aa one gentleman ex- 
pressed it, "presents the spectacle to tbe 
people of this state of a weekly catechism 
trtin between Springfield and Joliet, 
carrying a catechism brigate to Joliet to 
teach the sectarian dogma of a single 
church." It is no wonder that our peo- 
ple are kicking at such reforms as this.

AGAINST POOL SBLLINO. 


A Bill Against Book. Making Passea 


Second Beading in the House. 


SPRINGFIELD, 111., March 8.—The irre- 


pressible conflict over the pool-selling 
and race-track legislation came up in the 
house yesterday morning on t he bill of 
Representative Berry of Carroll to abso- 
lutely prohibit book-making end pool- 
selling under penalty ot imprist nment ia 
the county jail for a period of not less 
than one year, and by • fine cf notes, 
oeeding 82,000. The bill came up as » 
special oruer, and after bem/{ read a 
second time, an amendment was pre- 
sented by Mr. Ferns ot Jersey, adding 
the following proviso to the bil : 


Provided, homver. That the profit I ins of thl» 


act shall not apply to tbe actual Inclcsure ot fair 
or race track associations that are li corporated 
under the laws ol this st&te during tbe actual 
time ol tbe meetings ot said associations, or 
within twenty-four hours before auj such meet- 
ings; and 


Provided further, That suchmeetli gs shall not 


last longer than thirty (30) days 1i ttu> same 
place or iuclosure and by the sam<. person or 
association, and said thirty (Mi days' meeting 
shall be held bntween the 1st day cf Juno and 
tbe 1st day of November, Inclusive, »t each year, 
except during the year 1893, when ti e limit shall 
extend to sixty days. All laws and parts of 
laws In conflict with this a< t are Hereby 
repealed. 


The amendment was defeated by a 


vote of 97 to 10, and the bill was ordered 
to a third reading by almost a unanimous 
vote. 


The house refused to reooasider the 


vote by which the bill taxing t ipres com- 
panies 3 per cent on their gro <e receipts, • 
was passed and the bill will nc w go to the 
senate.

Sanguinary Battle with Indian 


kTribee Beyond Chltral, 


RESHLTIBG IB A BRITISH VICTORY. 


Th« Fortified Town of Cjilas Success- 


fully Defended end the War Car- 


ried Into the Mountains—Thi 


Hostile Natives Capitulate. 


Important British Victory in India. 
CAIOUTTA, March 15.— The British 


have had a severe battle with the 
tribes beyond Chitral, where the Brit- 
sh have for some time been endeavor- 
ing to strengthen the Indian frontier 
against the possibility of Russian en- 
croachment The British recently oc- 


upied Cjilas, beyond Chitral, with a 
rarrison and fortified the place with 
the intention of holding it perma- 
nently. The mountain tribes took of- 
tense and toade an attack on the fort, 
which was bravely defended by the 
British. The conflict was desperate 
ind sanguinary, and the natives were 
at last driven oft with a loss of 200 
men. 


The British then took the aggressive 


and marched against tho entrenched 
villages of the hostile tribes. Owing 
to tho mountainous character of the 
country this expedition was extremely 
iazardous, 
but the British troops 


acquitted themselves gallantly, storm- 
ing village after village, under the 
•ommand of Maj. Daniell, who was 
himself shot through the heart while 
leading his men in an assault on one of 
the villages. Every point occupied by 
the hostile natives was carried, the 
British losing twenty-three killed and 
thirty wounded in the fighting. The 
tribesmen finding themselves unable 
to rosist any longer submitted to Brit- 
ish authority. The result of the strug- 
gle greatly strengthened the British 
position, which was considered 
the 


weakest poiijt in the vicinity of the 
Hindukish. 


The Proposed Franco-Canadian Com- 


mercial Treaty. 


LONDON, March 15.—An interview 


was held yesterday with Sir Charles 
Tupper, Canadian high commissioner 
in London, regarding tho status of the 
proposed Franco-Canadian commercial 
treaty. Sir Charles said he could not 
understand the telegrams regarding 
the 
treaty 
received 
from Ottawa, 


neither could he understand the state- 
ments made by Mr. Foster, Canadian 
minister of 
finance. 
The Canadian 


government, Sir Charles added, with 
every detail of the treaty before them, 
bad authorized the Canadian plenipo- 
tentiaries to sign the convention which 
had been made in exact conformity 
with their wishes, except that the most 
favored nation treatment to France 
was not confined to articles named in 
the treaty. He had reason to believe 
that the explanations made in regard 
to this point were satisfactory.
